Kingston, Nov. V!0. — Yesterday after- 
noon at three o'clock the investigation 
into the ground for the charges brought 
•gainst t:herifl Ffu-guson hy C. H. C'or- 
liett, gaoler, was ij^'Sfun by Mr, Itobert 
Christii^, inspector of gaoU »nd i,iiarities 
and Mr. John Winchester, inspector of 
sheriffs' oflicea Evidence w»s taken up 
to six o'cloek this evening. It related 
principally to whether the sheriff's door 
was locked during office hours. Testi- 
mony was also tnUon as to it§ms in his 
accounts with the government. It was 
shown that all wei'f! cf)rr('ct except one 
ofS;i, which he thouglit.fuid »till tbink.s, 
he paid to the nmtron of the gaol for 
escorting a prisoner to Toronto, Re- 
garding the chai'ges that he used the 
prisoners' labour and tJie gaol wood, 
there was nothing in th«m. He bought 
wood by tender, which ho advertised 
for iu the )»»]iers. Oa the whole not 
on« charge was substantiated, and from 
remarks dropped by one of the inspec 
tors a favoiirnble report for the sheriff 
will be made to the Government.

George Simpson Frasiu", late in the 
62nd or Wiltsiiirc Regiment, died tliis 
morning at the reiiidenceof his mother- 
in-law, iNIrs.

Fraser was the son of a gentleman 
well-known in connection with the 
Hudson Bay Gonipaiiy, of which lii.s 
guardian and namesake, Sir George 
Simpson, was Pre.sidenc. Thedeceasoil 
gentleman hail sei^n a good deal of ser- 
vice in India, and retired from the 
army a few years ngo. ilo was senior 
captain when he l«£t. Captain Fraser 
was well known and respected in 
Montreal. He was born in lSl^iSan<l 
eclucatful at Cliainhly, and was at oik; 
time a ininlical student at Mctlill Col- 
lege. During his military service lie 
was present with his regiment iu Ire- 
land when his regiment was sent to 
that country to assist in the suppres 
sion of tho Fenian riots, and took part 
iu several skirniishi\s.

f j: - SFKECU 

Tha opening of the aoasion on Monday 
last does not seem to have inapirod tlio 
Standard with any sroat^oy, notr ia it like- 
ly ita close will add mnch to its enthus- 
iasm. The Spuecli frum tho Throno, it 
tliinks, muat buvo bueu :i groat diaappoiiit- 
inent. No doubt it was, to many poopUi 
•who had been aucustoined to lii>;;r such 
orations as concocted by the liiio ^^ovel•n- 
mont and had nocklod over theatoreotyixid 
rhetoric Beasion iiftar sosaiou— alilie vapid 
and pitiless in ita account of ita btcwi\rJ- 
ship of tho past, and in thu nhsenco of 
uny auggoation of liopo for tho future. No 
doubt a roliof was e.xporioiiccd «-heii the 
obaplaiii sumnnonod tho house to prayers. 
But the vocal shadowa oclioud from tlio 
■walla of tho bouat) oa the.so occaaidu-s 
ntiver took Hiiy iiiatorinl form; tlu; apeuch 
from tho-Thruno contuined iiutliiiiij iind 
nothing caino of it. A .spcocli from tho 
Throne can only bo :i foroshadowiut; after 
all; but tho shadows may bo aitch thut 
Bubatantial and progi-easivo legislation 
may bo evolved from tluim. Tlie lioutei)- 
ant-govurnor'.s speech wiis evidoiitly a lit- 
tle too lively for the >St:trKlanl. In tlio 
first place it alluded U> tiiat di-oiidful Sui- 
tloment Bill, involving' in it.self the con- 
struction of tho Island railwuy, the get- 
ting rid of tho drydock, tho oponin({of 
- the milvray landa, in fact a general settle - 
mont of our disputed account with the 
Dominion. This in itsolf was tiiiitu enough 
for any single speech from clio ^riirono. 
The Standard evidently thought it was a 
little too much. But what can he the 
source of the public improv omenta and 
private enterprise, tlie o.'iiatence of which 
woa olluded'to] Is it iihe letlex influence 
of tho prudent and eneriielic ndminisu a 
tion of the hito government as oin- esteem- 
ed noighlior would tell ua ) Few people 
would bolieve liiui. Tlie speech fruin tlie 
Throne also justly boosted of thosuccead- 
ful eflbrts which had been made to on- 
courage immigration. Tho Standard i.s 
. probably mad .because itiie govennnent 
did not lock their immigration pamphlela 
up in a lunibor room like it.s own model 
adniiuistrution dicl. Tho speecli al.so tells 
ua that tht) mads and bridge84wve receiv- 
»d far nioru substantial attention than in 
former years. This is shocking. It also 
ventures to assert tliat the provincial gaol 
and lunatic saylutn will have to be dealt 
with on account of their fniluro to meet 
tho presain}; wanlH of the [irovince. No 
doubt the Standard Is diHtresscd by such 
an avalanche of useful legialatiim either 
accoraplished or yot to he achieved, and 
so unlike the prim and meagre bills of 
fare which year iiftor year tho people used 
to be provided with when they went up 
to 'feast at tha political pasfover at Janica 
Bay. And a pas.s-over it literally was,iij- 
asmuch as everytliing was ifjuoreil and 
neglected which hold out any liopo of 
progress or improvement in the province. 
Yet the Standard used to feast maynifi- 
(iently thereat, and smack its lips and 
stroke its lean paunch, and asked tho peo- 
ple and province to grow fat on the auni- 
ptuoua fare which had been provided (jui 
of nothing, and which cost notliing and 
produced nothing. 

WWAT^ARB aOLlD UJtUUNDS FOR 
DIVOliUE'f 

A portion of the time of tlie British 
Association was taken up at ita recent 
meeting by a diacu8.')ioii on tho 8ul)ject of 
divorce, and tho circunistaiicea under 
vhich it might be|deon»ed permissible — 
even imperative. Mr. J. B. Davidson, of 
the Scottish bar, led the way in a paper 
in which lie laid down the principle that 
though marriai^e is a per.sunal enntract, 
others wore intercijted, and tliere was an 
implied condition tliat tho feelings ami 
happiness of these parties slionld be con- 
sidered.^' ThojalteratiouB and extonsioua 
which he suggested in the law of divorce 
were: — (1) Divorce on four year-i' wilful 
desertion; (2) divorce in case."* of iiioui'.i- 
bio insanity; (S) divorce in ca.se of penal 
servitude of five yeara and upwards; (-1) 
divorce in cases of persistent drunkenness 
creating private misery and public scan- 
dal|^,|^}:jtidi^!ul separation with penalties, 
wherever the infliction of these is possi- 
ble, and with loss of tho society and cus- 
tody of the children, in cases of .■serious 
incompatibility. So far as tho lirat four 
seotionk are concerned it seems to be only 
neceBBftry. to state thom in order to obtain 
general couaent' to the proposition that no 
one should remain bound under such 
conditions for a life time. As to "in- 
compatibility" it rn.iy be fi.nid that it is 
juat one of those oondition.s of mind 
which can be cultivated or »t;ini])ed out. 
To maku it a ground of divorce wuuld bo 
to create a crop of fancied misery, leading 
to many ills and inconveniences. .It is 
clear enough to those who have had tlio 
opportunity of experience that mutual 
forbearance in the marriage slate is as 
necessary to tho happy oontiiuiaaco of it 
iiui in other relationa of life depending up- 
on personal intercouiao. But is it not 
too much to ask that forbearance sliould 
estend to such conditions as wilful deser- 
tion and habital drLinkenuesa,t() say noth- 
ing as regards insanity and tlio stain of 
criminality 1 Ko dotibl the privilegesj of 
divorce have been carried altogether tuo 
far in some portions of the United States 
but itmaybeheldtobe equally true that tho 
practical noa'-oxistencc of divorce in Can- 
ada is tho ineaii.i of untold misery in very 
many caaca \ The fact that this matter U 
being discussed in tliu hiyhest circles of 
thought, and that opinion in Scotland is 
fast moving in the direction pointed out, 
Suggests the posaibility that even in Can- 
afdsilnfiA and women will not bo held by 
litw'to a life long cruel bondage in thoao 
coses in which one or tho otlior party to 
th* marriage contract has forfeited all 
claim to consideration by conduct includ- 
ing violencojdrunkonnesa and criminality.

'jhase o£ Ireland Erotn England and re- 
annex it to the United States. (Aii- 
plause.) Mr, Bancroft, tho historiun, 
told me niy propo.sition waa a good 
one. The word reanne.ication was tlie 
proper one, because Franklin and 
other patriots con.sidered Ireland a 
jinrt of tlie colonie.s, and tlioy rebelled 
against Engiaiul and coniiuered her in 
this couutiy, (Applause.) I received 
n letter from Bancroft, which I think 
1 shall publish, giving me the facts 
where authorities can be found for ro- 
tainiiig Ireland in the United State.s.

An Arizona Court Socks Safety 
In FliKlit. 

Ti;cso>', Nov. 25. — Crrsiham county 
i.s the lieail<iuarler.s of a gang of eow- 
tioYs and rulliaiiK. ilany criiue.s have 
bet!!! eoiuniitted there with impunity. 
At the late session of the County 
Court, after tha jury had returned a 
verdict of not guilty in a murder case 
where the guilt was plain, Judge Shel- 
don sternly rebulced the jury, giving 
otlenso thereby to the lawU>.s.s element. 
Twenty two convictions were secured 
during the session, among them being 
two of the moat desperate among tho 
cowboy.s. The companions of these 
follows tiwore vengeance. It was 
learned that they had planned an at- 
tack oin Judge Sheklon anil other ofh- 
oials til is morning, iiUeiuling to inter- 
cept them on their way to Bowie from 
Solonionville, where the Court was 
held. To avoid this the Court ad- 
journed on Friday instead of Saturday, 
as lia i been expected. Judge Slieldon, 
Prosecuting Attorney Stephens and 
several others yesterday made the trip 
to Bowie without trouble of any kind. 
It is re|)orted that a gaug of cowboys 
started on Friday night from Duncan, 
on the Clifton and Lordsburg rond, 
with the object of "taking in'" tho 
Judge and his parly on the way and 
sub.sequently attacking the jail at Solo- 
nionville and releasing the c:ondonined 
criminals. Tin; Slierifflias pre[)ared to 
resist such an attack. A large po.s.se 
of men has been summoned to defend 
the jail, and if the cowboys persist in 
their purpose bloody work will en.sue.

2. Thiit such portion of the City of Vio- 
toria bounded on the South of Eoi t Btrci3t, 
on the West by Victoria Hiirbor; on the 
North by a lino running along the north- 
ei'lj' line of Lot 127; thoiico Easterly 
niu'i'.'i.s Store street to Fi.sj^ard street; 
thenco Easterly nlonj^ Fiajiiiril at rant to a 
pdint ;iO foot nortli of tho nortJi-eaHt cor- 
ner of lot 508; thouce Southerly along 
the Emt line of lots 598 and 087 to Cor- 
morant street; thenco Southerly across 
Cormorant street mid along the Easterly

Milk which has been boiled is unfit fur 
use, Tliis writer gives severol instances 
in arresting the disease, among whicii is 
the following: The writer say.: "It has 
never failed in curing in bi.v or twelve 
hours, and I have i-ried it, I should think, 
fifty times." 

"1 have also given it to .i dying man 
who has b»eu subject to dysentery eight 
months, latterly accompanied by one 
continual diarrhoea, and it acted on 
him like, a charm. .
